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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 6, filed February 22, 2008, with respect to claim 

1. 3 and 5 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 112 second paragraph 
rejection of claims 1, 3 and 5 has been withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-10, filed February 22, 2008, with respect to 
claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7-15, 17-20 and 22 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The 103(a) rejection of claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7-15, 17-20 and 22 has been withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see page 10, filed February 22, 2008, with respect to 
claims 21 and 22 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 102(b) rejection 
of claims 21 and 22 has been withdrawn. 

Response to Amendment 

4. Amendments to claims 1-3, 5, 21 , and 22 are acknowledged and entered.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
claims are novel and unobvious over the prior art of record. None of the prior art teach 
or suggest a process for producing raw materials from candle production from a mixture 
of waste material gathered form food residues, old cooking fats and/or recycled food 
material from the food industry and/or animal fats, where the material is 
dehydrogenated after having been washed and comminuted. 

The closest prior art is Murphy (US 6,645,261) which uses blends contained in 
primary sources of fats and/or oils and not a mixture of waste material that is process 
by dehydrogenation. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
